The arrangement of the front pom- 


padour dressing is something that must

The well-groomed 
Parisienne 


has long been accustomed to them and 
although the French woman does not 
indulge in pedestrianism to anything 
like the extent that the American wo- 
man does, the coiffure net has been 
one of the indlspensables of the toilet 
table for oh, ever so long. 
The English woman, too, with Her 


devotion to the life of out-of-doors, 
has long been acquainted with the de- 
lightfully modish possibilities of the 
hairnet albeit she does not always ad- 
just them with the same chic deftness 
that is so characteristic of .the Paris- 
ienne of every degree. The 
English 


woman is devoted to the low type of 
coiffure, and the fact that the back 
hair is far more often rolled and twist- 
ed than it is braided, makes the net 
an all the more desirable adjunct. 
What is usually termed the Dutch 


braid coiffure—but which the Paris- 
ienne so much more cuphoniusly call 
the coronet coiffure—is one of the most 
favored styles of dressing the hair for 
the girl with a youthful face and an 
abundant chevelure.

A Madonna Farting With the Coronet 


Much Is being done by skilled coif- 


fures to induce a long and natural 
wave in the hair of their patrons. A 
charming example of the beauties of 
this style is shown In this illustration, 
in which a slight ripple or wave in the 
hair is made to assume a very pretty 
outline, indeed, over 
the forehead; 


the hair is simply parted in the front, 
ruffled slightly on the sides and drawn 
back to- the nape of the neck. Here it 
is arranged in two braids, thoiie cross- 
ed at the back and drawn up around 
the head, the 'ends making a slight 
knot where they are twisted together 
right on the top of the head. Handsome 
shell pins are used to hold the coronet 
of braids in place, and combs are con- 
spicuously absent from this coifture. 


Tlie Mnrccl Colffnre. 


The built up dressing, with the hair 


gathered into a knot at the top of the 
head, remains in full force for formal 
coiffures. The hair Is waved all around 
the familiar Marcel wave being the one 
employed, and much brilllantine is 
brushed in to give the hair that shining 
appearance which is considered requi- 
site today to a smart appearance. The 


front arrangement follows Pompadour 
lines, the hair immediately over the 
forehead being pulled into lines that

In this manner the faintest of shell 


pink satin messaline i» decorated with 
the Pfft-lBlan fad of yellowish lace. The 
blouse itself follows no very new or 
distinctive idea, save for the arrange- 
ment of the trimming scheme. A very 
narrow Mechlin 
lace—Imitation, of 


course, is used for the frame or border 
of the design, and the center filled in 
with broad appliques of machine made 
Venise laxje-s. The collar is composed of 
the two laces, and lias a faint pink 
chiffon lining, with the usual little 
rods of featherbone for supports. The 
sleeve offers the points of novelty, be- 
ins full and puffy at tbe top, shirred 
full all along the inner seam, and shir- 
red again on the outer side below tha 
elbow. The only sleeve trimming is 
on the ruffle, which makes a dainti 
finish to the three-quarter length arm 
covering. 


After the Lingerie Mode. 


Real laces of the two kinds—Cluny 


and Bruges—and some very effective 
hand embroidered combine to make the 
attractiveness of this sheer little blouse 
in white crepe de chine—the washable 
HJnd—which is all hand made and ex- 
hibits the best points of the lingerie 
mode. 
There is a curiously shaped 


little yoke at the neck, its lower edge 
displaying irregular outlines, and BO 
made that it extends well to the shoul- 
der joint. The blouse Is shirred to this, 
vith a lace Insertion between, and fur- 
ther insertions are supplemented with 
scrolls of heavy hand embroidery, the 
whole thing being done in white. The 
sleeve has deep shirred tucks, those re- 
leased on the outer arm to make the 
requisite fullness and the sleeve itself 
s inserted into tbe armsize with a 
broad Honiton beading, the shield be- 
ing allowed for in planning this. A 
double ruffle of crepe, lace edged, fin- 
ishes the sleeve at the elbow joint, and 
the fastening, as in all of the best of 
the season's models, is effected invis- 
ibly in the back.

The vogue of the real lace blouse Is 


steadily increasing, and all of the mod- 
ish webs of the moment are made up 
in simple style. Straight and unbroken 
lines prevail, those showing off .the 
beauty of the weave to delightful ad- 
vantage. 
The one pictured shows a 


real Cluny lace, mounted over a sheer 
white net, the lining—which, incident- 
ally, follows the cut of the blouse 
rather than that of the usual fitted lin- 
ing—being of a soft white satin. Th» 
collar is left unlined and edged with a 
tiny row of real Valenciennes, tht 
short elbow sleeve finished in the same 
way. 
The broad bands of lace are so 


arranged aa to make a. slight V iu 


front, just below the throat, and this 
is filled in with stirred net. Tho deep _ 
and well-boned ceinture is of tho sam« 
soft white, satin that furnishes the lin- 
ing.

The satin crepes do chine are the lat- 


est fad in this fascinating material, and 
assuredly they do in themselves, and 
entirely 
apart 
from 
trimmings and 
elaborations as may be employed., 
make for a very rich, and even luxuri- 
ous, appearance. One of the very faint 
primrose yellow shades—yellow is In 
very strong vogue at present—is trim- 
med with ft real Valenciennes lace of 
ancient pattern and workmanship, tho 
lace being cut according to pattern, and 
little lattice effects done in bias band 
of the crepe and connected with fancy 
stitches let into the design. Those lat- 
tices and the lace alternate to mak« 
a shallow, round yoke, at the neck, 
and are repeated lower down In festoon, 
form acrojw the front. The yoke «r- 
lends all around the neck, appearing 
likewise in the back, but the festooned 
design appears in front only. Clusters 
of tucks running parallel with the fas- 
tening are used to trim the buck.

Strange to say modern science ha« 


^recently diseovcreU that we go through 
life surrounded with diamonds. Unfor- 
tunately, or perhaps fortunately, for 
those whose wealth is mainly repre- 
sented by jewels, these diamonds ar« 
so minute that it would take 10,000 of 
them to cover a three-penny bit. They 
are produced unknowingly, unconsci- 
ously, in the manufacture of steel, 
and every razor, pockctkr.ife and tub- 
ular boiler contains thousands of mi- 
croscopic diamonds. 
It ie this-knowledge which has given 


to an eminent French chemist the idea 
ithat 
it Is possible to crystallize car- 


bon 
or manufacture diamonds, on a 


commercial basis. His system Is to pro- 
duce carbon by burning sugar and then 
to suspend the carbon on the center 
of a great cylinder, which is suddenly 
filled with molten steel. The enormous 
pressure which the carbon is suhjccted. 
to by the contraction of the metal as it 
cools, causes small crystals which are 
really diamonds, to form. At present, 
in the opinion of scientists, manufac- 
turing diamonds is only an expensive 
amusement, and doubts are expressed 
as to the ability of the process ever 
being conducted on a paying basis. 
Art will possibly never rival nature in 
producing such a magnificent gem BM 
the Delhi diamond. 
Cyclists 
look with contempt upon, 


flints as being troublesome nuisances 
on our public roads. 
Yet the most, 


precious gem In the world—the ruby! 
which on account of its rarity, exceed* 
the diamond In value at least fourfold 
—is only a glorified flint In a crystal- 
ized form. Indeed, the rule with regard' 
to precious stones seems to be that thf 
more valueless and abundant a given 
product of natur« is in Us raw staUt 
the more valuable and rare It become* 
when crystallized. The true ruby Is onlj 
found in India and Burmah. Insignifi- 
cant crystals of little value are found 
frequently enough by the natives in thf 
beds of streams, but large ones are noW| 
very rare. 
Sapphires are near relatives of ru- 
bies. They arc conundrums, or flirla. 
Every blade of grass, every length ol 
straw, contains crystals of s llca or 
flint, which are, after all, rubles 9t 
sapphires In a very minute stage. Saf 
phlres are, for some mysterious reason; 
more plentiful than rubies. 
When of 


the correct azure hue thc-y are extreme-, 
ly valuable. Sapphire is an Arabic wordt 
and means "hardness," and with th* 
exception of the diamond, which is th* 
hardest substance known, the sapphire, 
Is the hardest gem. The beautiful emer- 
ald is found chiefly in Burmah, Arabia, 
Kgypt and Hungary; In Its present form 
it is very rare, and Its value approach- 
es that of tho sapphire. 
Nature sometimes 
plays 
strang« 


freaks In crystallizing the silica and 
lime which forms the emeralds. Em- 
eralds are by no means beautiful when 
In this state, and it is only when tb« 
gem has been extracted and polished 
that its beauty can be perceived. Thf 
topaz and aquamarine, though pretty, 
are worth very little, as they are 10 
frequently found in granite and quart! 
rocks, and in some parti of Asia ar« 
Jas common as flints on the road. That
